04/09/2019 18:08:56Exceptional Clearance: - Exceptional Clearance Date: Internal Incident Status: - 
Internal In cident Date: On 04/08 /19, I assisted Officer Miller with processing a residential burglary incident 
located at®®®®®®®! Upon arrival, Officer Miller advised it appears unknown subject(s), walked 
to the rear of the residence using a sidewalk (located on the west side of the residence) that leads to the 
backyard. The subject(s) then used an unknown object to pry the rear window open (window leads into the 
kitchen). I observed the window to be completely open and pry marks (scratches and small dent) on the 
bottom of the window pane (outside). I also observed the same pry marks on the bottom (outside) of their 
window. The subject(s) then entered the residence through the open window and it appears they went 
directly to the home owners master bedroom (due to nothing else being in disarray throughout the 
residence or missing). The bedroom is located on the second floor. Upon entering the bedroom I observed 
a damaged small safe (wood with metallic corners) with several items outside of it, several dresser drawers 
to be open, several Louis Vuitton handbags on the middle of the floor, and several miscellaneous items 
tossed next to the bed. Officer Miller then advised the owners safe was taken from their closet. It appears 
the subjects then left the residence through the front door due to home owner found the door wide open 
when she arrived home.
